Our Congratulations 


The Herald extends its congratulations 
to members of the City council and to the 
personnel of the joint Rotary-Lions com­ 
mittee on the adoption of a simple and ef­ 
fective plan for naming and numbering 
city streets. 
A matter that seemed simple at first 
glance, the task of devising a new system 
of street and avenue designations assumed 
colossal proportions when it was studied 
closely. 
The committee worked 
long and a r­ 
duously at the task and each member is 
due special commendation for the devotion 
shown to a job that was accomplished with­ 
out any remuneration whatever. 
The council also is due commendation 
for accepting the committee report with­ 
out hesitation and passing it, even in the 
fa ce of some opposition. By this action the 
council demonstrated that its members are 
willing to go along with any reasonable 
proposal that will result in progress for 
Hamlin. 
While there are some people who are 
not happy at the solution worked out, yet 
The Herald believes the plan will meet 
with the approval of a majority of Hamlin 
citizens. And as time goes by and the ef­ 
fectiveness of the system is demonstrated,

^19 48 there only 55 cases of polio- 
y etis reported to the S tate H ealth 
D epartm en t, 
while

cases reported from differen t sec­ 
tion s of the state, according to Dr. 
Geo. W. Cox, State H ealth Officer. 
Seven cases were reported in the 
past week, w ith three from one 
county . 
“Poliomy elitis is one of the m ost 
dreaded of all diseases,” Dr. Cox 
said, “an d justly so. It is more often 
a crippler than a killer, but in either 
case it takes a heavy toll among 
y oung 
Tex as 
citizens, 
an d 
is a 
health menace again st which our 
children should be carefully guard­ 
ed.” 
Im m aculate cleanliness of person 
an d homes is urged as a precaution ­ 
ary 
m easure 
again st 
polio, 
and 
com m unity hy gene assum es a place 
m ajor im portan ce when the di- 
ase makes its appearan ce. Clean 
com m unities, 
clean 
homes, 
an d 
strict personal hy gene all play a p art 
in helping to preven t the spread of 
diseases, and Dr. Cox advises close 
inspection of hom e screens for keep­ 


ing out flies, and un rem ittin g ef­ 
forts in roden t control, an d the 
ex term in ation of roaches. 
“Until it is definitely understood 
just how polio is tran sm itted, it 
is well to guard again st all house­ 
hold pests an d elim inate all in san i­ 
tary con dition s,” Dr. Cox said. “We 
do n ot know with certain ty how po­ 
lio n \y be spread, an d filth, which 
affords a breeding place for germs, 
should not be tolerated.”

The form er patient shou ld 
keep in tou ch w ith his doctor at 


all times. He shou ld v isit him for 
checku ps as often as the doctor 
adv ises, ev en thou gh he may feel 
perfectly well. And if he notices 
any thing wrong — su ch as loss of 
weight or appetite, u nex plained fa ­ 
tigu e, cou ghing and pain in the 
chest — he m u st see his doctor im ­ 
m ediately . 


<3> The ex -patient m u st do w hat 
his doctor tells him . The doctor 
knows the patient’s condition best 
and is the one to adv ise him on all 
m atters concerning his health, in­ 
clu ding the ty pes of work and re ­ 
creation which are safe for him.
